Economy In Action That Tells In tho Un- 


loading of Brick Scows. 


A curious illustration of tho saving that 


may bo affected by economising steps is 
found in tho manner of unloading brick 
scows. Tho grent scows that como down 
tho North ri\cr from Havorstraw with 
bricks will carry 250,000 bricks, and some 
of them more. Such scows will carry n 
load of 600 tons. Sometimes there are as 
many as a dozen brick scows in a single 
tow. 


The big scows carry each a crew of four 


or live men, usually five. One man could 
handle the boat, bi}t the crew is hired tor 
the season to handle tho bripks. A dozen 
men work at loading tho scow, wheeling 
the bricks aboard in wheelbarrows. Tho 
five men in tho crew can stack the bricks 
up as fast as tho 12 men with wheelbar- 
row s can bring them aboard 
The bricks 


aro stacked in such a .manner that the 
scow can bo heeled considerably without 
losing any overboard. 


Sometimes, if they are to be taken some 


little distance back f rom tho edge of the 
wharf, tho bricks aro carried off in bar- 
rows, but \isually they aro carried off by 
hand. And here, with the men going 
back and forth many times a day, is a, 
place where every step counts, for, of 
course, the shorter the distance the men 
have to carry tho bricks the less time it 
will tako to unload them, so the custom- 
ary manner of unloading a scow is this: 
The men take off tho bricks back to tho 
ceutei line of the boat. As they continue 
taking bricks from one side only, tho side 
nearest tho wharf, tJde boat rises in tho 
water on that side, while the other sinks 
correspondingly, but the bricks are so 
stowed that they don't slide off. 
When 


the men have taken back to tho center 
line they stop and simply turn tho boat 
around and bring the loaded side to the 
wharf. It may take some little time to do 
this, depending on the situation of things, 
and during this time, of course, no bricks 
can b(! earru'd, but they could move tho 
scow :i considerable distance and yet save 
time in the unloading by turning her 
around, and so much time is saved by thus 
bringing tho remaining bricks nearer the 
wharf. Unloading in this manner, five 
men can do tho work as quickly as faeven 


' men could working straight across.—Xew

The precious metal is today being yielded 
at an annual rate of $30,000,000 US the 
United States, $35,500,000 in Australia 
and §30,000,000 in South Africa. But 
little is ever heard of tho enormous for- 
tunes that must have been made in Aus- 
tralia. This is due to the fact that the 
principal mines aro operated by syndicates 
of.

SuccesHful Novels. 


Tho young and aspiring author some- 


times thinks, "If I could only write a suc- 
cessful novel, my fortune would bo made.' 
Stories of the fabulous sums occasionally 
realized on a single book lead tho inexpe- 
rienced into erroneous conclusions. A 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Times 
has investigated tho returns from novels, 
and writes as follows: 


Novels form the largest part of the book 


manuscripts received by publishing houses 
Out of 100 manuscripts received during t 
recent fortnight by a prominent publish 
ing firm (52 were novels. The sjuno pub 
lisher told me that hometinics the percent 
ago of novels would reach 75 per cent 
This tendency for novel writing is un 
doubtodly due to the fact that the greates 
"hits" in tho literary world are made with 
novels, and this stimulates the average 
writer to work in this fleld. 


Of all thoho novels it is plain to bo b 


from tho figures given in tho prect'dint, 
paragraph that scores must bo written l>c 
fore one is accepted, and even if a write: 
has a novel accepted, tho percentage o 
success is decidedly against him. 


During this investigation process I se 


lectcd 15 recently published novels issuot 
by six different houses, and I learned tha 
the entire number printed of these 15 uov 
els was 41,000 copies, or about 2,700 copie 
of each, and in this 15, 9,000 copies wer 
printed of one novel—really the only sue 
cessful novel of the lot. It is safe to sn; 
that of these 15 novels tho average sale o 
each will not reach 1,000 copies. 


But giving that number to each, th 


novel selling at $1, the author would re 
ceive loss than $100 for his mamiscripl 
deducting for mutilated copies and tho 
sent to the newspapers, etc. I know cos 
after case where authors did not receiv 
$50 all told as a return for a novel an 
sometimes very much less than that. 


Cotton Cellulose. 


Cotton cellulose is an interesting mate 


rial. Neither alcohol, benzine, other, chlo 
rofonn nor water will dissolve it; indec 
they have no effect in any way upon J,t. A 
50 per cent solution of zinc chloride adcle- 
to any form of cellulose conquers it. Th 
result is liquid of a sirupy consistency, 
which will, when sufficiently diluted, pre- 
cipitate tho cellulose in the form of a gelat- 
inous mass. It contains about 25 per cent 
zinc oxide and is more or less hydratcd. 
Almost every known substance contains 
more or less water, and this is of great im 
portanco in the handling of cellulose in 
spinning, especially what is known as hy- 
groscopic moisture being necessary. Very 
dry cotton will not make smooth thread. 
It is knotty, brittle and harsh and twists 
and snarls continually. Loaded with a 
certain amount of moisture, it becomes 
soft, elastic and manageable. On the 
same principle wool must carry a certain 
proportion of grease. Without this it is 
impossible to spin fine and smooth threads. 
—New York Ledger.

aw according to Mohammed. When tho 


Sslou ranches a public place, the lead- 


er seats himself; his disciples stand round 
or sit at his feet, and the general public 
issc'inblc at a little distance to hear the 
gems of wisdom that fall from tho holy 
nan's lips, or to roar at the worldwide 
•'chestnuts," not always of tho most de- 
jorous character, which ho sometimes un- 


s sufficiently to tell. Such a man is a 


inollah, one of a claws that exercises on in- 
.luence over tho inhabitants of the Afghan 
lills so passionate and wide that to Euro 
r>eans it is beyond belief. 


Tho mollulis aro collectively known as 


iho ulima, or learned. They arc tht 
schoobnafatei'b, lawyers, judges, as well Ob 
iio piiosjts. many of thorn b^lnpc men o: 
jieat ability and scholarship, and as the} 
firo all passionately devoted to their order 
it cannot bo said that their influence is al- 
together evil. They are great peacemak- 
ers in a laud where fighting is tho breath 
of a man's nostrils. I once saw ono of 
them in LjCpooruh rush between two bod- 
ies of MohimmdH who were drawn up to 
attack each other, and, by passionate 
prayers to them to remember their com- 
mon God and their common country, 
make "those desperate men forget their 
purpose and go away as quietly as fright- 
ened schoolboys. 


The position of molloh is conferred on 


such candidates as have undergone a spe- 
cial coureu of study in the intricate Mo- 
hammedan hiw and successfully passed an 
examination therein. The principal part 
of the ceremony consists of the most saint- 
ly inollah present investing the mnico 
with the wide flowing gown of white cot- 
ton and the peculiarly shaped turban. 


The laollahs marry and live like tho 


bjity in most particulars, though some of 
them assume the most ridiculous austeri- 
ty, frowning on the simplest amusements 
and even condemning all music, except 
the warlike drum and trumpet, as being 
effeminate. 
To such men the merry lid- 


die or the sighing lute is as tho horns of 
tbe evil one. 


One rich source of revenue with tho 


priesthood is its fine collection of charms 
and incantations. It is no uncommon 
sight to see an ancient Afridl or Mohmund 
sitting with a inollah and vigorously re- 
peating a charm or performing a subtle 
incantation to enable him to fix the affec- 
tions of some fair lady who is not eiiain 
orcd of his gray hairs. 


A inollah'B most sensitive point is tin 


dignity of his ofllcc. When that is out- 
raged, there is trouble in tho land, 
calls the brethren to a council. They sus- 
pend all the rites of public worship, de- 
nounce their enemy as u dog and an iull- 
del, cover him and his people with their 
maledictions and practically excommuni 
catc him. If this doos not bring the un 
happy man to his senses, the mullahs doi 
their sacred robes, und, carrying tho green 
standard of tho prophet, go up and down 
throughout the land proclaiming tlie Mo- 
hammedan warcry and calling on the 
faithful to avenge tho honor of the apostle 
of the prophet. To those who ilock to their 
side they promise eternal bliss; to thosu 
who ignore their appeals, everlasting tor- 
ture. The mollah's voice is not raised in 
•vain. lie soon has a frantic army follow- 
ing the green flag, willing to go anywhere 
and do anything its leader pleases. 


When a mollah dies, the place of his 


death becomes a sacred shrino at which 
miracles ore worked.' There is not a vil- 
lage throughout the whole Pathan coun- 
try which has not its holy spot to which 
tho sick, the halt and tho blind resort for 
relief. In this connection a curious story 
is told of one of the sections of Boiiervals. 


It had long been a source of grief to the 


inhabitants of the village that no holy 
man had ever been good enough to di,e 
among them. Tho consequent absence of 
a miracle working shrine had degraded 
them in the eyes of their neighbors, who 
looked on them as a set of wretches so 
abandoned that no saint would end his 
days in their midst. The men of tho 
village determined to put an end to this 
degrading suspicion in a characteristic 
oriental method. There was living in a 
distant to\vu a mollah with the highest 
reputation for holiness. 
A deputation 


from the benighted village waited on this 
inollah and implored him to .shed the light 
of his countenance on thcan £or a few days. 
The priest was so flattered at this tcsti-, 
mony to his piety that he gladly consent- j 
cd. Ho was entertained on his arrival to! 
a considerable feast. When the banquet 
had ended, the chief rose and solemnly in- 
formed their guest of tho ead condition ol 
the villagers through no holy man evci 
baviiig^llcd in their' midst, adding that 
they intended to -end so unfortunate e 
State of'things by killing their visitor.' At 
his eoul would at once pass to paradise, 
and as the scene of his death would be- 
come a miracle working shrine, they did 
not consider ho had anything to complain 
»f.—St. James Gazette. '" '

At- 
tacks of asthma may be provoked by tho 
pressure of tumors or enlarged glands up- 
on tho nerves which control the ^roeoss of 
breathing 
Since the extension of special 


surgery many cases of ustlunu arising,from 
irritations nnd obstructions ,in the no»o 
h;i\e been dis:-o\ured nnd cured. Enlarged 
tonsils may also bo a source of irritation. 


Fourth.—Not the least frequent among 


l.hu agents concerned In the production of 
pnroxysms of asthma are. what are cullwl 
to.xie causes;—that is to say, calicos whieh 
produce systemic poisoning. Thu morn 
juininon of those are of gouty or malarial 
ji'iKiu. Signs of lead and uri-omeal poi- 
yjning should bo searched for. 


In looking for the cause of a {tiven e.T-e 


;>f asthma we should lake into considera- 
tion the fact Hint the disease may be. due 
to one condition alono or to several con- 
ditions combined. 


Whatever means are taken for tho im- 


mediate relief of the paroxysm, it is ob- 
vious that a cure of the disease itself can- 
not bo expected until the underlying trou- 
ble has been remedied.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

New shoes were never so cheap as they 


n,re t»ow, hut there are sold nevertheless In 
this city many secondhand shoes, for there 
are many people who want to pay oven 
less for hhoos thun tho lowest. prS^i of new 
ones. There ure many pltic-oK where sec- 
ondhand shoes are sold. They are found 
on tho east side and on tho west side of 
town, usually pretty well over toward tho 
rivers. 


Secondhand shoos aru collected by ped- 


dlers ami others, who soil them to dmvlcrs. 
Occasionally a man who has u pair of 
shoes that don't suit him or that ho hiiK 
worn u» much as he wants to takes UUMU 
to u denier ill secondhi.i.d shoes imd, sells 
them, just, us Iu: might sell secondhand 
clothes. In this way It might happen ttiat 
a pair of lV*ie shoes in good condition 
Koulil bo found In" a secondhand shop. 
The Krcat hulk of shoes, howcvor, is liuule 
up of those collected, by the people who 
make a business of it. 


Tho dojiler in secondhand shoes Is usual- 


ly a shuciiuikcr ami repairer and jnost 
likely to be found iu a. basement. Ho 
buys secondhand shnes of a collector, or It 
may be thiil. if ho gets out of shoes ho buys 
o! t bo larger detvUrs in tho neighborhood 
of Baxter street. 
If tho shoos he gets re- 


quire it, he puts them in older, very liko- 
ly to thu extent, of resollnn and reheclllif.;. 
The purtluiMT of secondhand shoes wants 
them \ory cheap. About the lowest price 
lit which they ate sold by a dealer is 'iO 
cents a pair. Such shoes mtaht ho in fair 
condition, but they would perhaps be 
patched. From that tho prices run up to 
$1.1)5, at which llguro, tho purchaser ex- 
pects to K^t, a very good pair of shoos, 
sound and whole and resoled and rehccled 
and in good condition generally. Occa- 
sionally there is sold a pair of secondhand 
shoes l«>r $3 or $".f>o, but this Is very ex- 
ceptional.—New York Sun.

Large Flocha of tho BirdH That Perform 


Wonderful Evolutions. 


Remarkable as are tho results of train- 


ing: as exhibited In the speed of modern 
pigeons, they do not comptu-o • with the 
•wonderful evolution performed by the^e 
birds in the last centuries in Italy. There 
were, at that time men who devoted them- 
selves to pigeon training, und the art was 
supposed to find its perfection in certain 
families and to be handed down from 
generation to generation. Tho art con- 
sisted in training large flocks of plgeous 
to obey their owner and to perform certain 
evolutions in the air. In tho earliest days 
hi India birds wore trained to fight oppos- 
ing bands. "Whon a pigeon tournament 
was in progress, the owners osicundod 
some lofty buildings and conducted tho 
performance by tho aid of llags, and hi 
olicdlcnco to their signals flocks of birds 
of different color would wheel, rise, dive 
and intermingle to &cpurato again and go 
through a number of interesting move- 
ments that were remarkable for their 
beauty. Prizes were offered, for tho most 
beautifully novel iiguros. 


In India, in early times, where the sport 


of pigeon tlylng originated, the object 01 
tho tligbts was often a sanguinary ono, 
tho owners of the \ arious flocks endeavor- 
ing to accomplish the destruction of the 
others. Thus, tho birds of ono baud would 
curry bombs with a fuse hanging to their 
claws, and at thu command of their mug- 
tei/M would sweep down over their oppo- 
nents and tho bomb would droji among 
them and explode'. Others bore sharp 
knives, two edged, suspended from their 
dawn, and were made to dash among tholr 
nntagonibtb nnd endeavor to cut them to 
pieces, an ea*>y matter when birds were in 
rapid motion. Today th« trtganlori, a* 
they lire called, of Jriodena devote them-' 
selvcH to h.'irrnlri-s pitrKuUs and are satis- 
lied when v. titching tho'wonderful evolu- 
tions of tbo bivds through tho air.—New 
York Poi.t.

One of tuo most unique bits of eight 


set-lug nnywhi re in tho world may be eu- 
jo>vd in Paris during the Hr-riug und sum- 
mer months. It consists of nothing less 
thr.n a trip by rail and b^at across the 
city, not. through tbo streets and along the 
Seine, r.ot even by l-alloon or fljing ma- 
chine overhead, but underground, through 
the great sewers. 


In order to v is>it these subterranean won- 


derx, you iiin'-t write a note to the prefect 
do l:v vllle, asking for1 posses. The sewers 
arc oven for iiis*. octioii twice a week from 
H«y 1 until Sept. 80, always providing 
that tho days fixed are perfectly clear. If, 
the permit* sent you say "good for next 
Friday," and on that day there should bo 
clouds, no amount of American money 
could bribe a way down. 


The parties descend at the same hour, 


one entering by means of a stone flight of 
steep &tairs, at tho Place de la Madeleine 
and tho other at the Mace du Chutelet. 
The steps run down, between gray stone 
walls and arc just xvide enough to admit; 
in oue person'11 descending at a time. 


If you inaUo your descent at the Placo 


de la Madekino, on reaching the bottom 
of tbo bteps you flml yourself standing on 
a long platloriu, with a wide canal in 
v> hich water ia running slowly past you 
to tho right, down into darkness and dis- 
tance. Looking to the left, you see a 
brilliantly lighted, arched stone tunnel, 
through which the canal runs, with a nar- 
row s.timo "tow path" on each side.

Nost to the l>ig pipe is another of about 


one lull' its capacity, and through this is 
carried tho pure spring water which the 
l-eop'a drink. 


Nott you will sco a heavy cable made of 


many roj-os, all covered, so as not to come 
in c.out;ict with each other or bo damaged 
by dampness. By these cables are trans- 
mitted all tho different forces used in tho 
city. There aro tho pneumatic tubes, 
through which you may send a letter 
acrotti the city, ;w "change" is sent in our 
retail i-hopfi. Then there are tho electric 
wires, for messages or light, and tho pipes 
tiansiultting condensed air, which tho 
city rellh to those wishing to use it. 


Glancing alyii|? tho walls of tho arch, 


you see numbers at regular intervals 
• which correspond with those of the houses, 
in the street above and nmko it easy to 
locate any trouble and rectify it. You 
can, If you happen to live in any of the 
streets under which you pass, sco your 
own ac'drctisi at a little underground open- 
Ing thut corresponds to tho big doorway 
above, \\luro you run Iu and out every 
daj. 


llaviuK gazed around and scon these 


main features of the sewer, yon will l)e 
asked to take a seat In a wide, flat bottom- 
ed boat, lai go enough to hold £0 persons, 
and with your "captain" aboard, dressed 
In white duck, you begin your trip, drawn 
by four j:ien, two on euchsldeof the canal, 
who, like the captain, are dressed in white 
and are t.o c'cait that the nickel buttons 
on their clothing twinklo in tho bright 
electric lip-hl.

They are. puulu-d by a crew of four men, 
always In hpuless v. hite, by means of a 
long handle bur, -which projects over tho 
footpath of .-,',0110 on each side of the canal. 


At inter.aln along tho route you pass 


opening!) in tho wall, through which 
comes roariuy and dashing tho waste wa- 
ter from some hu.TO fountain in the street 
above, and at regular intervals, also, there 
aro rays <jf daylight to be seen through the 
maiiholea that loud up trom the sewers to 
tho streets by mcaus of iron bars driven 
into the stone walls. 


There is a system of signaling to the 


men iu the sowers that is thrilling to the 
visitor. Ht ery little while the long blast 
of a horn rlnys out and echoes through the 
sower, so thut you think noisy Paris above 
must hear, but it doos not. There are 
only four signals given; one blast or two 
tolls the workmen some private order, but 
three calls warn them that a storm is ap- 
proaching the ciry und when there are four 
long, ringing notes given it means that 
everybody luust leave the sewers bj the 
nearest manhole, that rain is falling as it 
can fall only In IJaris, and that he that 
stays in the underground waterways will 
flnd in them his grave. 


When you know tho significance of these 


signals, it is thrilling to hear tho three 
blasts ring out and it imibt be a thou- 
sandfold inoro so when tho warning to 
leave comes. It Is because tbo sewers fill 
so rapidly, in case of rain, that visitors are 
allowed to descend only on clear days. 


Throughout the whole trip through the 


sow ers there ia not a siuglo sight or odor 
that is tmpluoi-ant—iu fact, it is just the 
reverse; from the stone arches and the 
dazzling lights, to the nickel buttons and 
tho ornaments on the men's hats, every-.
